REMARKS 

Applicants have amended claims 12 and 18 to recite the particular 
compounds recited in claims 13 and 19. Applicants have cancelled claims 13 and 
19 without prejudice. 

Applicants thank Examiner Roberts for meeting with their representative 
Mary Anne Schofield on February 28, 2008 to discuss the outstanding rejections 
in this application. In sum, Applicants agreed to amend the claims to recite the 
PPARa agonists with more particularity and agreed to consider filing a 
Declaration from one of skill in the art to support Applicants' arguments of 
unexpected results. 

As amended, claims 12 and 18 recite the Markush group of fenofibrate, 
fenofibric acid, and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt of fenofibric acid. 
Applicants have also cancelled claims 13 and 19 without prejudice, as the claims 
would be duplicative in view of the amendments to claims 12 and 18. Applicants 
also intend to provide a Declaration by one of skill in the art to further support 
their findings of unexpected results.
